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HISTORY OF WORLD PERCUSSION AT KING PHILIP 

World Percussion is a class that meets on Saturday mornings from 9-1. It starts in early December and stops in the 
beginning of May. World percussion is directed by Percussion Instructor, Ryan Loud. 

Ryan received his degree in World Music and Jazz from UMass Dartmouth in 2007. It was during his time here 
that he put the most into his studying of the traditional and indigenous drumming forms from countries such as 
Ghana West Africa, Cuba, and Trinidad. Ryan has traveled to Ghana twice to study the drumming which also is 
an art form that is linked to dance. He also has traveled as a apart of a latinjazz group that traveled to Panama 
to perform at their jazz festival in 2006. Ryan continues to perform in the El Caribe steel band, performing at 
various events in south shore Massachusetts. 


World Percussion was started as a result of a shared vision by Ryan and, former band director, Peter Tileston. The 
vision was simple; expose our students to something they have never seen before, something that is hard to find, 
even at the collegiate level. World Percussion was born as a series of classes in ethnic drumming. All forms of 
percussion from Latin percussion to West African drumming were explored. Since it’s formation, world percussion 
has blossomed into not just classes and clinics, but ensembles. Two ensembles in particular comprise this 
program. A West African Drum and Dance group and a Trinidadian Steel Drum Ensemble. Both of these 
ensembles, you will be hard pressed to find any where else in New England at the high school level. World 
percussion now is an ensemble that will stretch into the summer time by a continuation of the steel band which 
starts in June. The ensemble plays a variety of performances in May and June including, Night of Percussion, 
Spring Pops, Graduation, Norfolk Community Day, and Concert on the Common. The steel band also plays for the 
Pan Mass Challenge Race in the beginning of August. 


The World percussion ensembles, particularly with the addition of the steel band last year, has blossomed and will 
continue to blossom into a gigging community group.
